SIR GEORGE WILLIAMS COLLEGE 


(For Annual Report of General Secretary for 1936-37) 


The enrollment in the Sir George Williams College during the 
academic year 1936-57 of 1238 individual students constitutes further proof 
that the development of this educational institution has been in the public 
interest and is meeting an urgent community need. This largest registration 
in the history of the College, while satisfying in itself, is more important 
as an indication of progress in organization, in curriculum, in prestige and 
in opportunities for service to Montrealsyouth. 


During the academic year the College included in its calendar for 
the first time the full four years of study in Arts, Science and Commerce. 
The previous year it had enrolled and graduated a small fourth year class in 
Science only, but the work in Arts and Commerce had been restricted to the 
first three years, awaiting further expansion of curriculum and instructional 
staff. This expansion took place during the academic year just closed. 
Accordingly the second graduating class of the Faculty of Arts, Science and 
Comme ree consisted of nine young men and women, six receiving the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts, two the degree of bachelor of Science and one the degree of 
Bachelor of Science (Commerce). One of these graduates had completed his 
four years of Gollege work during six years of study in the Evening Division of the 
College. At the same graduation ceremony some twenty-four day and evening 
students received diplomas of Associate in Arts, Science or Commerce, marking 
the end of a two-year programme of College studies. 


While the Faculty of Arts, Science and Commerce, inaugurated in 1929, 
is now the largest and perhaps most important unit of the Sir George Williams 
College, it mst not be forgotten that there are five other distinct schools, 
each occupying an important place in the total pattern of day and evening 
education carried on in the College. Enrollment in the six units of the 


College during the Academic year 1956-57 was as follows:

Of the total enrollment, which constituted an increase of 21% over 
the previous year's 950 were evening students and 288 attended day divisions; 


960 were men and 278 were women. 


There were 61 professors, lecturers, teachers and assistants on the 
instructional staff of the College during the year. Student-hours totalled 
183,386, and instructor-hours 17,251. 
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A notable growth of extra-curricular activity was achieved during 
the year, under the leadership of active student societies and student executives. 
A total attendance of 3,683 was recorded at these activities, providing excellent 
opportunities for the development of student leadership and self-government. 
For instance, a Library Fund Campaign among the students, initiated and conducted 
by themselves, had results in student loyalty, esprit de corps and concern for 
the welfare of the institution as a whole which far outweighed the value of the 
contributions secured for the Library, important as these were. 


As the Sir George Williams College develops, as it increases in size 
and expands in curricular offerings, it becomes increasingly evident that its 
concern for quality must not be relaxed. The keynote of its growth to date 
has been a personal interest in the individual student, an interest exemplified 
not only in its formal guidance services, but in the intimacy of relationship 
between instructor and student, the friendliness of its student body, the non- 
dogmatic methods of instruction and the efforts on the part of the faculty to 
relate curriculum and instruction closely to life outside the classroom. With 
increase in size comes a danger of de-personalization, of mechanizing for the 
sake of greater efficiency. To prevent this vital loss mast continue to be 
the task of those responsible for its advancement.
